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A LETTER FROM THOMAS HOOD. 


From * Memorials af Thomas Hoca.” 


“(From my bed.) 17 Elm Tree Road, St. John’s Wood, July 18, 1843. 


“ GeNTLEMEN,—If my humble name can be of the least use for your 
purpose, it is heartily at your service, with my best wishes for the pros- 
perity of the Manchester Atheneum, and my warmest approval of the 
objects of that institution. , 

**T have elsewhere recorded my own deep obligations to literature— 
that a natural turn for reading and intellectual pursuits probably pre- 
served me from the moral shipwreck so apt to befall those who are 
deprived in early life of the paternal pilotage. At the very least my 
books kept me aloof trom the ring, the dog-pit, the tavern, and the 
saloons, with their degrading orgies. For the closet associate of Pope 
and Addison, the mind accustomed to the noble, though silent discourse 
of Shakespere and Milton, will hardly seek, or put up with, low company 
and slang. The reading animal will not be content with the brutish 
wallowings that satisfy the unlearned pigs of the world. Later experi- 
ence enables me to depose to the comfort and blessing that literature 
can prove in seasons of sickness and sorrow ; how powerfully intellectual 
pursuits can help in keeping the head from crazing, and the heart from 
breaking; nay, not to be too grave, how generous mental food can even 
atone for a meagre diet; rich fare on the paper, for short commons on 
the cloth. 

* Poisoned by the malaria of the Dutch marshes, my stomach for 
many months resolutely set itself against fish, flesh, or fowl; my appe- 
tite had no more edge than the German knite placed before me. But 
luckily the mental palate and digestion were still sensible and vigorous; 
and whilst I passedl untasted every dish at the Rhenish table d’héte, | 
could still enjoy my ‘ Peregrine Pickle,’ and the feast after the manner 
of the ancients. There was no yearning towards calf’s head @ la tortue, 
or sheep’s heart; but I could still relish Head @ la Brunnen, and the 
* Heart of Mid- Lothian.’ Still more recently it was my misfortune, with 
a tolerable appetite, to be condemned to Lenten fare, like Sancho Panza, 
by my physician; to a diet, in fact, lower than any prescribed by the 
Pvor-Luw Commissioners, all animal food, from a bullock to a rabbit, 
being strictly interdicted, as well as all fluids stronger than that which 
lays dust, washes pinafores, and waters polyanthus, 
reason and the flow of soul were still mine! 

“* Denied beef, I had Bulwer and Cowper; forbidden mutton, there 
was Lamb; and, in lieu of pork, the great Bacon, or Hogg. The as to 
beverage; it was hard, doubtless, for a Christian to set his face, like a 
Turk, against the juice of the grape. But eschewing wine, I had still 
my Butler, and in the absence of liquor, all the Choice Spirits from Tom 
Browne to Tom Moore. Thus though confined physically to the drink 
that drowns kittens, I quaffed mentally, not merely the best of our own 
home-made, but the rich, racy, sparkling growths of France and Italy, 
of Germany and Spain; the champagne of Moliére, the Monte Pulciano 
of Boccaccio, the hock of Schiller, and the sherry of Cervantes. De- 
pressed bodily by the fluid that damps every thing, I got intellectually 
elevated with Milton, a little merry with Swift, or rather jolly with 
Rabelais whose Pantagruel, by the way, is equal to the best gruel with 
rum In it, 

“So far can literature palliate, or compensate, for gastronomical pri- 
vations. But there are other evils, great and sinall, in this world, which 
try the stomach less than the head, the heart, and the temper; bowls 
that will not roll right, well-laid schemes that will ‘gang agee,’ and il! 
winds that blow with the pertinacity of the monsoon, Of these Provi- 
dence has allotted me a full share ; but still, paradoxical as it may sound, 
my. burthen has been greatly enlightened by a load of books. The man- 
ner of this will be best understood by a feline illustration. Everybody 
has heard of the two Kilkenny cats, who devoured each other; but it is 
not so gererally known that they left behind them an orphan kitten, 
which, true to its breed, began to eat itself up, till it was diverted from 
the operation by a mouse. Now the human mind, under vexation, is 
like that kitten ; for it is apt to prey upon itse'f, unless drawn off by a 
new object, and none better for the purpose than a book. For exain- 
ple, one of Defoe’s; for who, in reading his thrilling ‘ History of the 
Great Pligue,’ would not be reconciled to a few little ones ? 

“Many a dreary, weary hour have I got over—many a gloomy mis- 
giving postpoued—many a mental bodily annoyance forgotten by help of 
the tragedies, and comedies, of our dramatists and novelists! Many a 


trouble has been soothed by the still small voice of the moral philoso- 
pher; many a dragon-like care charmed to sleep by the sweet song of 
the poet{ 


From all which I cry incessantly, not aloud, but in my heart, 


But the feast of 
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¢ Thanks and honor to the glorious masters of the pen, and the great in- 
ventors of the press!’ Such has been ny own experience of the bless- 
ing and comfort of literature and intellectual pursuits; and of the same 
mind, doubtless, was Sir Humphrey Davy, who went for ‘ Consolations 
in Travel,’ not to the inn or posting-house, but to his library and his 
books.—I am, gentlemen, yours very truly, Tuos.

Book Trape Sate —The Boston book trade sale, under the auspices of a 
committee of publishers of this city, consisting of Messrs. Osmyn Brewster, 
Joshua Lincoln, Thomas H. Bazin, Wm. D. Ticknor, Thomas M. Brewer, 
Wm. Lee, and Wm. J. Parsons, began this forenoon, at Chapman Hall. There 
was quite a large company of buyers in attendance, comprising gentlemen 
from all sections of the Union. The catalogue of publications to be sold 
covers 382 octavo pages, and with the stereotype plates to be offered, in- 
eludes a value of $100,000. One hundred bock firms have contributed to the 
sale 
The complete works of Shakspeare, with a history of the stage, by J. P. 
Dr. Adam Clarke’s Complete Commentary on the 


Collier, sold for 75 cents.

Old aud New Testament, 4 volumes, brought $1 30 per volume. 
Dow’s complete works were sold for 75 cents per volume ; the Spectator for 
80 cents, and the Tattler and Guardian for 70. Pope’s Essay, with stiff 
covers, was rated at 2} cents each; and Dick’s Theology, 1 volume imperial 
octavo, at 90 cents, 

J.B. Lippincott & Co., Philadelphia, had a large invoice of books, most of 
them standard works, A new and beautifully illustrated edition of the Wa- 
verley Novels, 20 volumes, published in Edinburgh, and imported by 
the above named firm, was sold for sixty cents per volume. Prescott’s 
“ History of the Reign of Philip II,” with portraits, maps, plates, ete., brought 
from $1 424 per volume to $1 75, according to the richness of binding. His 
“ History of Reign of Ferdinand and Isabella” was purchased at from $1 65 
The “ History of the Reign of Emperor Charles V.” 
ranged from $1 45 to $1 674 per volume. Prescott ’s complete works, 15 
volumes, were obtained at from $1 45 to $1 524 per volume. Schvoleraft’s 
* Great National Work,” in six volumes, sold for $7 75 per volume. 

At 1 o’elock the company repaired to the upper hall ,where an ample col- 
lation had been provided by the managers of the sales. After a recess of 
half an hour the sale was resumed, and continued very satisfactorily up to 
the latest moment we have any tidings.—Boston Transcript, August 1.

One of his best 
and most characteristic works, ‘‘ Up the Rhine,” is out of print, and caunot 
be got at any price in England, and a complete series of the ** Comic An- 
nuals,” (entirely his own composition,) is a thing never now seen. In a hun- 
dred out-of-the-way quarters, old magazines, annuals, ete., lurk precious 
sparkles of the wit of this genuine humorist whi_b, if collected, would be new 
to his oldest admirers. Jlood is one of the authors who have sprung from 
“the Trade.” The firm to which his father belonged, “ Vernon & Hood,” 
being, about the beginning of this century, among the most prominent pub- 
lishing houses in London, and largely engaged in the exportation of books to 
the United States. It is to be feared that the branch of business was more 
hazardous than profitable, as this firm succumbed to the common lot of fail- 
ure, and is now commemorated only on the titlesof the many excellent books, 
particularly reprints of standard historical, and theological works, which it 
brought out.—7Zribune. 


Messrs. J. B. Lippincott & Co., of Philadelphia, are about to publish a 
work which will be received with much interest. It consists of the oceasion- 
al productions of the late Richard Rush, chiefly in private letters to various 
persons written at intervals during his long eventful career. As a contribu- 
iion to the political history of the present century, both here and abroad, 
and a sketch of the social life of the same period, the work must be one of 
great value. 


Messrs. W. A. Townsend & Co. have in preparation an editicn of Bry- 
ant’s Forest Hymn, making a volume of 82 pages, with illustrative engrav- 
ings on wood from characteristic designs of forest scenery, drawn by Mr.

Ticknor & Fietps have got out the “ History, Theory, and Practice of 
the Electric Telegraph,” by George B. Prescott, superintendent of electric 
telegraph lines. The author says: “There is no subject upen which. the 
American public should be better informed, and none, perhaps, in whieh it 
should feel greater pride, than in that of the foremost invention of the age, 
the Electric Telegraph ; for aside from the fact that three of the best systems 
in use are American inventions, and that to our countrymen is due the credit 
of producing the first successful recording electric telegraph, it is more gen- 
erally used in this country than in any other, and probably more than in all 
others combined, for the common convenience of mankind. In Europe, with 
the exception of Great Britain, the use of the telegraph is almost wholly 
under the control of the governments, and its use restricted by the high rates 
of tolls tagthe wealthier classes, while in this country it is alike open to all, 
aud telegraphic despatches are “ houschold words” among the poorer as well 
as the wealthier citizens. ‘The wires extend, not only through every State in 
the Union, from Maine to Texas, and from Massachusetts to Kansas, but al- 
ready they are creeping over the Rocky Mountains, and ere long we shall 
have momentary advices from the Pacifie States. We have endeavored in this 
volume to explain the principles und operstions of the various systems of 
electric telegraph in such a manner as to be readily comprehended by every 
reader. In order to accomplish this, we have in the first three chapters given 
a brief treatise upon electricity in theory and practice. As there has been 
much controversy between rival claimauts to the discovery of the principles 
of the electric telegraph, we have devoted much time to the full consideration 
of the claims of eoch, and present the facts so obtained to the impartial judg.

Dick « Frrzgeratp have got out “ The Reason Why : Natural History : giving 
reasons for Hundreds of Interesting Facts in connection with Zoology; and 
throwing Light upon the Peculiar Habits and Instinets of the Various Orders of 
the Animal Kingdom,” by the author of ‘ The Biblican Reason Why,” ete. : 
‘ The present volume of the Reason Why is calculated to give not merely an 
increased interest, but a new application, to the science of Natural History. 
The old system of study comprehended merely a description of the external 
form, geographical habitation, and distinguishing habits, of individual species. 
The interest of the subject mainly rested upon anecdotes of animal sagacity 
or ferocity, and the perils of adventure into the wilds of nature, Few writ- 
ers had ventured to inquire into reasons for the peculiarities of animal forms. 
or to seek Creative Design in their wonderful diversity, and mutual relations, 
In order to bring together the large number of reasons now presented to the 
reader, the author has had to wade through numerous volumes, in many 
eases with a barren result. The works that have been found productive are 
enumerated in the accompanying list of authorities. Among those therein- 
mentioned, Paley’s Natural Theology, Derham’s Physico-Theology, and Part- 
ington’s Cyclo; edia, merit the most marked and grateful acknowledgment, 
It must not, however, be supposed that The Reason Why of Natural History 
is a mere compilation. The Author has from boyhood been a close observer 
of the habits of animals, and both upon sea and land he has delighted to en- 
deavor to interpret Nature’s works, Hence the conception of the — of this 
volume, and the diversity—perhaps boldneas—of the questions asked.” 

Mason Broruxns publish a new volume by Frederick Law Olmsted, au- 
thor of “ A Journey in the Seaboard Slave States,” ete. It is entitled “A 
Journey in the Back Country.” We extract from the Preface: “This is 
the third volume of a work, the first of which was a narrative of a journey 
in the sea-board districts of the older slave States; the second, of .a rapid 
tour west of the Alleghanies, and ef a winter spent in Texas. This volume 
concludes and somewhat focalizes the observations of those, its narrative 
being, in part, of the hill-country people, and mainly of those who are en- 
gaged in, or are most directly affected by, the great business of the South— 
the production of cotton, The record of facts, except as regards the domestie 
life of the people, is less elaborate than in the other volumes, because, refe- 
rence being made to prevgpus observations, less detail is needed to give a full 
statement of that which was scen by the writer. Facts of general observa- 
tion and conclusions of judgment form a larger part of this volume than of 
the others, because they are appropriately deduced from all preceding de- 
tails. It was prepared for the press nearly in its present form and announced 
fur publication three years ago. A chapter was then intended to be added 
upon the natural history of southern politics, before preparing which, I was 
interrupted by unanticipated duties. Upon recent examination it was found 
that the facts recorded had not lost. significance, and that the volume might 
be published without revision or addition, As the topic of slave insurrection 
is considerably discussed, I will here observe that all its narrative portion 
had been printed, and that all the matter of the last chapter bearing upon 
that subject had been written, some time before the John Brown plot 1s sup- 
posed to have been formed, The coutro ling considerations which now in- 
duce the publication of the volume are, first, that after publishi: g the former 
volumes, to leave untold what is reported in this, would be toleave my story 
untrue through incompleteness; secondly, that the agitation growing out of 
the condition of the South is now graver, and the truth more important to be 
known, than ever before. Before preparing this volume, I had given more 
than two years careful study simply to the matter of fact of the condition of 
the people, especially the white people, living under a great variety of cir- 
cumstances where slavery is not prohibited. There has been no publication 
of observations made with similar advantages, and extended over so large a 
field. I may add that few meén could have been so little inclined to establish 
previously formed opinions as I was when I began my journey in the South, 
1 Jeft a farm in New York to examine farms in Virgivuia. The Fillmore com- 
promises had just been accomplished ; a reaction from a state of suspicion and 
unwholesome excitement was obvious in the publie mind, Looking upon 
slavery as an unfortunate circumstance, for which the people of the South 
were in no wise to blame, and the abolit.on of which was no more immedi- 
ately practicable than the abrogation of hospitals, penitentiaries, and board- 
ing-schools, it was with the distinet hope of aiding in this reaction, and of 
aiding those disposed to consider the subject of slavery in a rational, philoso- 
phical, and conciliatory spirit, that I undertook, at the suggestion of the 
editor of the New York Zimes,to make a personal study of the ordinary con- 
dition and habits of the people of the South. I believed that much mischief 
had resulted from statements and descriptions of occurrences which were 
exceptional, as if they were ordinary phenomena attending slavery. I had the 
most unquestioning faith, that while the fact of slavery imposed much unen- 
viable duty upon the people of the South, and occasioned much inconve- 
nience, the clear knowledge of which would lead to a disposition of forbear- 
ance, and encourage a respectful purpose of assistance (such as soon after 
this found an expression in the organization of the Southern Aid Society,) 
there was at the same time a moral condition of the human race, in cannec- 
tion with slavery—that there was an expression of peculiar virtues in the 
South, too little known or considered, the setting forth of which would do 
good.”
